J'h.A.s.so.NA, Summit to the Milotiiiu 
Puaa, April 19.— The Turkish victory of 
vfiBterilny in the Milouna pass was coni- 
pleto. The enemy retired to the plain 
of Theesaly, leaving oiily a rear guard 
on th(! hill from wliit^h it was driven 
later by foiii- battalioiia of Turkish iq- 
faiitry. The Turks ])ulled up to IIk; 
top of tiie hill threti inountiiiu batteries, 
singiuj,', laughing iiad weejiing witli 
joy like children. One battery opened 
lire on the Grepks, who were retreating 
on the plain of Traves, and did ti-rriblo 
execution. Turkisli Bbells burst in the 
middle ot eerried battalions of Gff^ks, 
with tlio result that whole groujis ,v('i« 
killed or Nvoiinded. 

Vostcrday cvuiiiug seven new Turkish 
battaliouB and several mounted batter- 
ies of ai-tillery left for the front, and at 
ilawn tiie latter were trained on tho 
(.ireek bloi-khou.so on the plaui below. 

Junes i'lU'endi, the Turkisli coniruand- 
or, and his uiun had been fwcnty-six 
lioura without food or drink. When they 
weroinepiu inK to capture the ( ireek block 
house Junes made a Bpeecli to bia sol- 
diers, saying : " All tboee wlio love God 
must advance to theaesault." This was 
enough. Every man with loud exult- 
ant shouts dashed forward in the direc- 
tion of the blockhouse. Even the male- 
tears who \vi!re briufjitig up the 
reserve ainuumition joined in the 
assault on the blockhouse, which 
was held by tho (ireoks with 
magnilleeiit courage. Tho Turks with 
splendid dash chargetl with the l.iayonet, 
and eventually leaped over the raniparta 
with aliouts of triumph. The (ireeka 
waited their approach until the Turks 
were within tliirtv yards before with- 
drawing. Ill this assault the Turks had 
only sixteen men killed and seventeen 
wounded. 

Everywhere was to be seen the etrect 
of tho Turkish artillery, their terrible 
shells burstiDR just at the calculated 
moment. The Greeks, on tho other 
hand, iipjK'ared to lie lacking in artillery. 
.As the correspondent is writing tliia dis- 
patch the (i reeks attempted U> rejily to 
the Turkish ai-tillery, but they were 
eveutiially forced t(j retire. 

Tlio correapond(;nl saw numberless 
Greek bodies stripped of their uniform j 
by the Greeks, leaving only their shirts 
and drawers on. Moat of the dead, how- 
ever, were carried oil' b}' the Turks who 
raised the corpses of the lireeks 
ri-verently and placed them be- 
iipath the shadow of trees. The 
Turkish losses in the lighting of 
yesterday were only 50 killed and 1.50 
wounded. During Sunday ni^ht the 
I'lirka strengthened B^he positions 
which they captured from the (uceks. 
.\t Bunii.'e it was seen that the Greek 
forces had retired, exeejit from ii lull 
whicli was occupieil byilhe Greek's rear 
guard. 

Desultory luing took jjlace all llie 
roorninu, and finally, at 1 p.m. lo-day, 
Hairi I'asha sent fourbattali ns Id drive 
the enemy from the hill referred to. In 
twenty mi nutes all was over. Tlu^ re- 
slatanco of the (.ireeka was feebli', and 
many of them surrendered to the Turks. 
The jirisouers were mostly young and 
■ sturdy men. 

Atim:.ns, April 120, (! p.m. — All tho 
niemlieis of the gensdarmerie and other 
polict! forces and inilitarv are oi-ganized 
and are now going to tho frontier. The 
citizens have volunteered to guard the 
tcwn, ttiid the same slate of af- 
fairs iirevails in the other towns 
01 GretH'o. On all sides there is 
a liriii determination to meet the Tark- 
i-li iuvaaion, and every imm who can be 
H lared and who cau bear arms is going 
to the front. The Athenian ladies, 
under patronage of the Queen, have con- 
v?rted a steamer into a floating hos- 
p.tal. Three hundred beds fur tho 
wounded has been fitted up on board of 
h3r, and she is now proceeding to Volo. 



Vancouver, April 20, (Special).— A 
terrible tragedy occurred in Vancouver 
to-day. E. A. McGee shot liimself. He 
walked into Tisdall's store on Hastings 
street at 3 :;iO in tho afternoon and asked 
to be shown the mechanism of a thirty- 
eight Smith and Wesson revolver. This 
Mr. Tisdall did, placinj: a cartridge in the 
chamlier to more eflfectively explain. 
Mr; McGee took the loaded revolver very 
quitely out of Mr. Tisdall's hand and 
t|uick as a Hash stepped back and tii-ed 
at his mouth. The ball went throuL'h 
his head and ho fell dead. The city 
solicitor and others were standing near 
by, but were not cpnck enough to pro- 
vent the fatality. A crowil was jiassing 
on the street, ami on the sound of the 
shot swarmed into tfie store, l-'or a few- 
mi nutea tho e.vcitoment waa intense, 
and not until the ambulance moved away 
with the lifeless form of one of Vancou- 
ver's best known citizens was the large 
crowd dispersed, and even then many 
struRRled to look through the windows 
of the ambulance to see the ghastly 
blood-covered face of the unfortunate 
suicide. Tho dead man had not 
lived happily with his wife. 
A hitter nu;.|-;-e! was the result 
of_ :i separation, and Mrs. McGee 
left to live in I'orthind with her mother, 
taking their little daughter with her, 
and resigning her position of post- 
inistre5B of Hastings. The deceased 
I irrieved very much over the separation, 
.tnd plunged into an uliandoned life, 
.irinlniig heavily. The awakening came 
to-day. As he sobered up fi-om a long 
si>ree, and felt the horror of his position, 
he decided to kill himself, and did so. He 
waa a native of AVolfville, X. S., being 
e, located for the bar at Acadia college.

AV.AsiiiN(; TON, April 20.— According to 
official dispatches received from Con- 
atantinople bv Moustapha Bey, the 
Turkish minister, under date of April 
20, the Turks have not only gained a de- 
cided advantage along the northwestern 
frontier in the neighborhood of Morrina 
Pass, but have repulsed the attack of the 
Greek lleet on Prevosi. The commander 
of the Turkish forces at Elassona, re- 
[lorts that all of the fortified positions 
commanding Tyrnova, next to the last 
(ortification outside of Larissa, have 
been captured by the Ottoman troops. 
The Greeks evacuated their entrench- 
monta in I'anlca, leaving their 
i:ainp equipments, tlurty cases of 
cartridges and several stands of 
arms. The position of Vihtoko, 
which was occupied by bands of Greek 
irregulars, on their first advance into 
Turkish territory, has also been recap- 
tured by the Turks. The commander 
assures tho Porte that the forward move- 
ment to-day (Tuesday) is the most im- 
jiortant yet attempted and is expected to 
result in a decisive and important victory. 
The Turkish commander of the army iit 
.laniini reports tiiat the Greek naval 
force wliicli hati been bombarding Pre- 
vo.^i, both from the sen and gulf sides, 
has been disjiereed, one section retreat- 
ing up the (iulf of Arta and the 
other steaming away to sea in the 
direction of the Ix)npaz isles. Contrary 
to the claims of the Greeks, the Turkish 
commander reports tlie Prevosi de- 
fences uninjured by the naval bombard- 
ment.

" In a moment of weaknesa," so ran a 
petition read to the council, '• Cliarles 
Harris, a one time city employee, atruck 
a fellow laborer anil was put in prison, 
thereby expiating hits crime." The pe- 
titioner called upon the city council to 
give him employment and told of his 
many years of valuable aorvice. The 
aldermen were much divided on the 
question. 

" We have no authority to employ 
him," said one, "the matter must be re- 
ferred to the streets committee." 

"No," remarked a member of that 
body, " put the case In the hands of the 
street superintendent and the city en- 
gineer." 

Another alderman went oil' at a tangent 
to discuss the street Buporiutemient, and 
then hied back to Harris, whose case 
was ultimately left with the city engi- 
neer and Bunerinteudent of streets. 

To the end that a " show " be given 
the I'-ruit Growers' Association, who 
have leased four of the stalls at the mar- 
ket, a petition signed on their belialf by 
Munroe iSIiller and otiier oflicials was 
read, asking that the wanderings of the 
omnipresent Chinese peddler be not al- 
lowed until after 11 a.m. daily. The 
provisions of the market by-law cover 
this point, and it was the consensus of 
opinion that this by-law should be strict- 
ly enforced — which will lie done. 

The custodians of tlie linancial ufl'airs 
of the council reported sundry small ac- 
counts, representing a total of six hun- 
dred odd dollars, good and lawful coin 
of the realm, and the report was received 
with due form and the amounts ordertd 
to be liquidated. A further report from 
tlie same committee, asking for $150 " to 
continue the work of raising the coll'er 
dam," was passed with commendable 
promptness. 

To the chairman of the park com- 
mittee the thanks of the public are due 
lor improvements recently made at the 
])iiblic gardens. In a report which was 
read it was noted that the wire fence 
around the small lake was finished, and 
the festive awans can no longer trespass 
thereon. Sundry children's swings had 
been repaired and new ones purchased. 
The committee also in view of the sur- 
feit of swans advanced the proposition 
that tenders be invited for the purchase 
of the surplus stock. One swan, it was 
stated,' now had 8 eggs and another 4 
on each of which collection an Industri- 
ous bird is now bestowing its leader care, 
and the outlook for an additional twelve 
io the present lleet of thirteen isexcee " 
ingly promising. This will make a flo- 
tilla rather larger than the waters of the 
lake can acconunodate. The matter of 
bind concerts was reported as finally 
disposed of — bandmaster Finn liavine 
agreed to furnish fifteen entertainments 
for the )f500 voted, the first to take place 
■ May .■;u. 

Tlie iilea of selling the extra swans 
did not meet with the approval of the 
Ijoard, so the report was adopted minus 
tirnt clause. 

To the water commissioner was as 
signed the duty of reporting on the ten 
ders received for the supply of water 
meters, and thus winding up the 
evening's duties the council adjourned.

United States Tariir Committee frying to 
Get United Support From the 
Republicans. 

Vv'askincton, April 20.— The members 
of the sub-committee of the senate 
finance committee having in charge the 
tariflr bill, were on the ilooif to-day talk- 
ing to their colleagues and preparing the 
■W.iy for a meeting of the full committee. 
The sub-committee is approaching the 
end of its labors and various senators 
who are making persistent demands for 
changes were called upon with a view to 
arriving at an understanding. Among 
the problems which are yet anseltled 
are those relating to augar, lead ore and 
wool. Some senators have manifested a 
disposition to hold out pursietently for 
foreign modilications of schedules refer- 
ring to these and other articles. The 
inemljera of the committee, while not 
indicating their own position or that of 
the committee have liiought it well to 
talk over these matters with the com- 
plaining senators. They are anxious to 
bring in a bill that will command the 
united support of the Eepuhlican party 
that will be sure to become a law. One 
of the senators said to-day that the bill 
would be a revenue bill and not a pro- 
hibitive bill. The committee has prac- 
tically agreed ujion a modification of the 
retroactive clause of tlio Dingley bill, 
which, it ill ho|)ed, will be satisfaiUory. 
The wool men are still prusaiiig for radi- 
c.U cliangea. Wool growers want 'com- 
plete change oi claHailicalioii, and still 
insist that no wool shall bo adinitliMl for 
less than S cents a pound. _ Wiiile Home 
fliauges are probable in this Hchedule, it 
ii quite certain that these demands will 
not be entirely met.

LEBINGHAM AND LAND. 

To THE Editoh: — No one will deny 
that the value of land is increased by the 
dwelling together of individuals in vil- 
lages and towns. Taking up their 
abode in limited areas, prices are in- 
creased by reason of each person wish- 
ing to own hia or her house, shoj^ or 
warehouse ; 'also by reason of the activity 
necessary to earn a living, and the pro- 
greaa and improvement teking place in 
proportion to the density of the com- 
munity. 

Is such increase brought about by the 
desire of the community to benefit the 
holder of the land? Not at all; it ia 
caused by the needs of the community, 

and the benefits are mutual. A wants 
the land of B. for a factory, or buaineaa 
purposes; B lets him have it for a con- 
sideration ; both are eatiafied. There is 
no intention of the one to enrich the 
other Therefore, by what logic of right 
can A come to B and say, "My improve- 
ments increased the value of 
your remaininf» land, and I am 
entitled to the increase"? Would 
such a demand bo founded on justice? 
Take the case in point of the Inaian re- 
serve. The Indiana were happier, more 
numerous and better off before a com- 
munity of foreigners settled amongst 
them and deprived them of their lands, 
and now Wish to deprive them still 
further of that to which they bold the 
strongest title under divine and_ human 
laws. No matter what any socialist or 
commiiniat may say, those Indians will 
have the benefit of the surplus value of 
their reserve over that for which a suit 
able home aomewhero else can bo pur- 
chased for them. Let us now take the 
case of the mechanic and the laborer 
who, had they remained on the old 
homestead in the country or village, 
might have received 50 cents per day 
wages. They remove to a town where 
the congregating of people creates a de- 
mand for mechanics and laborers; their 
wages rise from 60 cents to two and 
three dollars per day, not from the in- 
herent virtues fn their knowledge, but 
by reason of the needs of the community, 
if therefore the earnings of the workman 
are increased by the community should 
not the increase in wages go back to the 
community as much as the increase in the 
value of land? If not, why not? After 
all that ia said, each member of the 
community, according to position, con- 
tributes to the atability of government, 
and tlie well-being of the community as 
a whole, and it can eafely bo said that 
ihe unfortunate owner of land contri- 
butes the largest proportion to those ob- 
jects. 

Should Col. Baker's land at Kootenay 
be enhanced in value by the discovery 
of gold and silver and the influx of 
people, it will bo in order for him to 
show the honesty of his sentiments by 
handing over each year the increased 
value to th(? community, and I trust 
Mr. Ledingliam, when handing over his 
own surplus earnings, will see to it that 
Col. Baker carries his commuaistic the- 
ories into practice. Fair Pla v .

ThcBO 541 acres wore upou the opposite 
side of the river to the land purchaBed 
by Miss Davie.

At the 
least calculation the jnirclia.se of the 
roads inentioned in the Hubsiily bill 
would call lor between ^;.s,,Ui]0,UOU and 
$10,000,000, and with thia possible lia- 
bility hanging over the Province it would 
be impossible to float tho subsidy loan at 
anytbhig but a ruinously low ligure. 
The whole object of the subsidy bill 
would have been defeated by such a 
provision.

AN EXPLODED SCANDAL. 

Very much has been said in the Iioubg 
in regard to a grant of some land on 
Kettle river to ISIias Davie, which land 
the Messrs. Ruckle Bros, claim ought to 
be theirs.

TuBSDAV, April 20, 18d7. 
The Speaker took' the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

The Rev. Percival Jenna read Jjrayera. 

The private billa committee reported 
the preamble proved of the Trail AVater 
Co. 'a bill and the bill to incorporate the 
Revelatofce Water Worka Electric Light 
and Power Company. 

_M_r. Smith presented a report from the 
mining committee. sugReBtinp certain 
amendments to the Placijr Mining Act. 

Mr. Semlin as a queation of privilege 
said he had heard from Chilliwack that 
the writ had been issued for the election 
of a member to fill the vacancy caused 
"by the death of Mr. Kitchen. Pie 
Tvished to know it that was true. His 
information, contained in a tele- 
gratb received before 10 o'clock this 
morning, waj9 that the nomination had 
been' fixed for April 30, and the 
election for May 8. The returning olH- 
cer there must liave received some in- 
Btructiona from somewhere. He asked 
for all information in the possession of 
the government. 

Mr. Speaker said he had signed the 
warrant to the registrar of the Supreme 
court to issue the writ about 12 o'clock 
this morning. 

Mr. Semlin said he ha^ been informed 
that the wi it was. issued on Saturday, 
and the registrar of the Supreme court 
iiad informed him that he believed the 
writ had been Issued on Saturday, i-'oi 
any further information be was referred 
to tbe Provincial Secretary, 

Mr. Speaker : I have -5 knowledge 
whatever of thl» matter. Maybe the 
OOn, n'/ember ha6 been misinformed m 
regard to this matter. 

Hon, Mr. HbertB said the writ was is- 
sued on Saturday last, but he had been 
iiiiormed that day that the formalities 
laid down bad not been complied with 
as Mr. Speaker's warrant was not issued 
before to-day. That being the fact the 
writ would be withdrawn and a new one 
issued. 

Mr. Sword said that it seemed to him 
that there had been gross disrespect to 
Mr. Speaker in this matter. 

Dr. Walkem said the question arcse 
how the registrar came to ieaue the writ 
without property authority? In doiny 
BO he treated tne bonse with a certain 
amount of disrespect. He claimed that 
the Attorney-General had tried to steal 
a march on them in regard to the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Semlin was not satisfied with the 
reply of the Attorney-General. He be- 
lieved tiie Attorney-General was not in- 
structed in the matter before the morn- 
ing. If that was so, on whose authority 
was the registrar instructed to issue the 
writ? 

Hon. Col. Baker said the Attorney- 
General was consulted, and he had told 
them an oversight was made. 

An Hon. Member — When was he con- 
sulted? 

Hon. Col. Baker — On Saturday mom 
ing at 10 o'clock. Now the hon. gentle 
man has got it straight. ( Laughter. 1 

Hon. Premier Turner siiid it was a 
very good thing that the hon. opposition 
gentlemen had got something to talk 
about. They were generally bo short of 
subjects. (Hear, hear). 

Major Mutter — Hear, hear. (Laugh 
ter). 

Hon. Premier Turner sympathized 
with them. As had been already said, 
there had evidently been an oversight. 

Mr. Forster — On whose part? 

Hon. Premier Turner — " If one is in it 
. the whole lot of us are in it." (Laugh- 
ter.) He did not want to back out of 
anything of that sort, and he certainly 
knew as much about it as anybody else. 
The whole matter was certainly an over- 
sight. The thing he felt moat about was 
that it should in any way be considered 
as a slight on Mr. Spealier. (Hear, 
hear.) He felt sure that lie would not 
consider it in that light, and that Ik 
would believe it was an error. An hon 
member had declared that the govern- 
ment bad tried to steal a march. He 
thought that might better be said of the 
opposition. He understood that gentle 
men who went up from here to attend 
Mr. Kitchen's funeral bad been very 
zealous, for even at that time — when 
politics should have been kept out — they 
had taken steps towards seeing how they 
could work in at the bye-election. 

Major Mutter — Hear, hear. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Mr. Williams siid they must accept 
the explanation, but it did seem as if 
the government had tried to steal a 
march on the opposition. 

After some lurtlier talk the matter 
was dropped. 

Mr. R. P. Rithet presented the report 
of the special committee on land claim- 
ed by Ruckles Bros, as followa : 

1. That the land referred to waB iin- 
Kurveyed, unreserved and iinocciipied, 
KO far as the records of the hind oliii^e 
show and within the meaning of the act. 

12. That the committee have exanniied 
ttie original surveyor's notes in the pog- 
seseion of the landofliceof the pre-emp- 
tion of Ruckles Bros, and several wit- 
nesses. 

3. That the original application of 
Ruckles Bros., dated Xoveinber 19, i8'Jl, 
was for C-iO acres, but both the sketch 
plan and description of the land accom- 
panying the same were incorrect and did 
not cover the land intended to be ap- 
plied for. The description was corrected 
in the lands and works department 
when the original record was issued, and 
did include ttie land in dispute. 

4. That the land in diepiile is not in- 
cluded in the acreage .surveyed for 
Kuckles Bros., and is not returned on 
the surveyor's plan as part of their pre 
emption. 

5. That the purchaser of the land ii. 
dispute owns the adjoining set'tion, No. 
328, 

6. That the records of the lands and 
works in connection with the purchase 
of the land by Miss Davi© appear to be 
in accordance with the requirements of 
the Land..Act. .1806. 

Mr. 6r'ah'am' claimed that the investi- 
gation had riot gone far enough, and he 
urged that the report should not be re- 
ceived. 

Mr. AVilliams said the report was a 
ninjority report. He agreed with the 
hon, member who had juat 9poken that 
the investigation had not gone far 
enough and the report shduld not be re- 
ceived. 

Hon. Mr. Martin said the Ruckles' 
brothers case had been very carefully 
eonsideVed' 'and the greatest care had 
-been taken to aee'that nd injustice waa 
done. They were not tbe injured parties 
tlie hon. gentleman (Mr. Williams) tried 
to make out. They recognized them- 
Bolves that they had no right to the few 
»^re8 in dispute because thoy never paid 



taxes on them, though they paid taxes 
on the rest of the property. He saw no 
reason why the report should n(>t be re- 
ceived. ; 

Mr. R, R. Rithet defended the report 
of the committee, and said that the evi- 
dence taken comjlusively proved that the 
action of tbe ofMcials of the lands and 
works department had been entirely in 
aceordance with the law. 

Mr. Bryden as a member of the com- 
mittee waa satiafied that the surveyor 
who surveyed the land never, intended 
that the land in dispute should be in- 
cluded in Ruckles BiroB'. pre-emption, , 
After some further debate, 
Hon. Premier Turner said when thia 
matter came up on the budget debate 
attacks were made on the lands and 
work? department and the matter was 
taken aa an excuse to roast the Chief 
Commissioner. The opposition had en- 
deavored to show that the Chiel Com- 
missioner had not conducted his Jep.irt- 
mcnt in the manner laid down by law. 
This committee waa then appointed and 
the opposition were disappointed with 
the report. They felt at the time of the 
budget that they would be able to make 
out their charges against the Chv 
Commiesioner or his department, 
now they were grievously disappoinicd. 
The report of the committee showed 
that the law was carried out precisely in 
accordance with the Land Act and it 
justified the course which had been 
taken by the Chief Commissioner. That 
being" so, the gentlemen who made 
cluiiges against the Chief Commiesioner 
owed him an abject apology for the way 
they treated him. (Hear, hear.) 

Tu^ ♦report >va8 received on a vote of 
10 to 11, 

The following bills were read a first 
time after being introduced by the hon. 
members named : 

By Hon. Mr.Eh'erts— A bill respecting 
the revised statntes of British Columbia. 

Bv Hon. Mr. Eberts — An act to amend 
the Small Debts Act, 1895. 

Bv Mr. Smith— An act to amend the 
Placer Mining Act, 1891. 

Hon. D, M. Eberts presented a return 
relating to tha BiB^Urlty required to be 
deposited by the Columbia & Western 
Railway Co. under section 3 of the Col- 
umbia Western Railway Subsidy Act, 
IS'JO, and tho orders-in-council relatmg 
thereto. 

Hon. G. B. Martin presented a return 
of correspondence between the govern- 
ment and other persons in relation to the 
acquisition of land in connection with 
the London and Blue Jay mineral claims 
in Slocan as a crown grant. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented returns of 
papers respecting the desirability of in- 
creasing thecapitation tax onChiueseen- 
tering the Dominion, and submitting that 
British Columbia is entitled to three- 
quarters, of such revenue. The return 
consists of an extract of a raport from 
the Dominion Privy Council, approved 
April 7, 1897, stating in reply to the 
requpfltof the province: 

" The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
to whom tlie matter was referred, sub- 
mits that similar representations have, 
on various occasions, been made by the 
legislature of British Columbia, which 
have been adversely reported upon by 
his predecessors, and having himself 
carefully considered the matter he is 
not prepared to recommend any change 
in the pre.?ent law having reference to 
the capitation tax upon Chinese or with 
reference to the payment to that prov- 
ince of any greater portion of such tax 
than is now provided for." 

The house went into committee on the 
Loan bill, Mr. Stoddart in the chair. 

Mr. Sword moved to reconsider sec- 
tion 18, as follows: 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor-in-Coun- 
cil, at any time hereafter on giving two 
years' notice to the company, may ac- 
quire any line of railway to which a sub- 
sidy has been granted, paying to the 
company therefor: 

(a.) Should the railway be taken over 
at any time within ten yenrs from the 
date of the payment of the subsidy, the 
amount of money bona lide expended in 
actual construction over and aboVe the 
amount of the subsidy herein authorized, 
and any additional aid which may be 
obtained from the Dominion govern- 
ment or any other government or cor- 
poration, together with audi further sum 
as, after allowing for any surplus of re- 
ceipts over working expenses, will make 
up live per centiuu per annum : or 

(b.) Should tlie railway be taken over 
at any time after tho aforesaid date such 
sum as tho railway may at that time be 
valued at, without making any allowance 
for the value of the franchise, and an ad- 
ditional amount of ten per centum on 
such valuation. 

Hon. Mr. Turner thought the clause 
had much better be left out. It was nut 
in the interest of the province, jior was 
it likely to pnive Ijcne/icial to those who 
might wibli lo liuild tlu! line. They did 
not want to inti^rfere with tht! liriaiicing 
of these liiic.^-, but that waa what the 
cl.iuae would lio. 

Mr. Sword argued that it w;\b extreme- 
ly nece'-Hary to tiave the clan^-o in. 

Mr. it. I'. Hilliet said such a clan 
this would hiiiuper ihi- construction of 
the railways and would virtually defeat 
the object the government had in view. 
He moved that the clause he struck out 
iMr. Cotton said it the clause was 
struck out the government should at 
least have power to acquire the Pentic- 
ton- Boundary line. 

After a long diacussion the clause waa 
struck out. 

Mr. Kellie urged that the Lardoau 
country fihould be given a railway. He 
had received a telegram from thu upper 
country asking (or a subsidy for a line 
through tho Lardeau district. 

Hon, Premier Turner (juiteagrced that 
tho Lardeau district waa a very impor- 
tant one and that fhe district might turn 
out to be just as good aa any other min- 
eral region. In the matter of railways, 
however, they had to do a little at a 
time. He though^ a railWfty through 
the Lardeau country was one that they 
would have to consider at an early date, 
but they had gone far enough in the 
matter of railways this session. 

The committee rose and reported the 
loan bill complete with amendments. 

Mr. Semlin roHo to a queation of privi- 
lege. He said : "I aeo by tho report in the 
Uoi.o.MsT thia morning in reference to 
the debate yoaterday on the motion of 
the hon. member for Victoria (Mr 
lielmcken) regarding cabinet represen- 
tation, that I am made to say I did not 
think there waa a Britiah Columbia 
member competent for a position in the 
cabinet. 1 must have beiii very unfor- 
tunate in the aelection of my language if 
the reporter conid have nonestlv re- 
ceived any such iinprusaion from what I 
said. I said the mpinbers for the prov- 
ince in the Dominion house were 
politically inexpeiienced men, They 
may all^ of them bo competent in 
fu'.ure of becoming cabuu't 



the 



miniatera. I certainly wish to cor- 
rect a mistake bo injurious to theae 
gentlemen as that." 

Hon. Premier Turner moved the sec- 
ond reading of the Revenue Tax Amend- 
ment Bill. The aim pie object was to en- 
courage-young men to join the militia, 
and therefore. they would be under the 
act ^relieved from paying the revenue 
tax." There was an impression that 
clergymen were exempted by thia 
amended act. That was a mistake. 
They -were exempted already. 

Mr. Sword asked if the act would ap- 
ply to tbe tax coHeeted by theeitiea? 

Hon. Premier Turner said — " I under- 
stand that city tuilitiamen will bo re- 
lieved under the Municipal Act, the 
amendment to which will shortly come 
before tho houae. There are some who 
live outside cities, and this amendment 
is to meet their case." 

Dr. Walkem considered that a clatise 
Bhould'be put in the act to relieve men 
over ft ceruVin age from the tax. 

Hon. Premier Turner feared that was 
imoracticable. The government did not 
collect from indigent old men. 
The Mil was read a second time. 
Hon. Premier Turner moved thG 
second reading of the bill to amend the 
Horticultural Board Act, 18i)l. He said 
its object was to reduco tho number of 
districts into which the province was 
divided from live to three. The expense 
in connection with the work would also 
be reduced. 
The second reading waa agreed to. 
Hon. Col. Baker moved the second 
reading of the bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of an inspector of metallifer- 
ous mines. He^said it was |vory necessary 
owing to the mining development and 
for the • protection of those engaged in 
the mines that this bill should be passed. 

Mr. Bryden oppoeed the bill in its 
present shape, He did so because there 
wore 110 rules tor the guidance ol the in- 
spector or for the safety of the miners. 
It was a well known tiling that the con- 
ditions in each mining locality were 
vastly different, and tlie special rule 
should be framed by tho mine owners 
and managers for each district. 

Mr. Semlin had intended to vote (or 
the bill, but he was placed in a dilemma 
on hearing the speech of the boa. mem- 
ber for N. Nanaimo. He waa not sure 
now whether to vote for it or not, 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the government 
would consider what ehangea could be 
ma'de, and he therefore moved the ad- 
journment of the debate. This course 
was agreed to. 

The houae went into committee on the 
B. C. Yukon Railway bill. It waa re- 
ported complete with amendments. 

"The Cascade Water, Power and Light 
Company's bill was read a second time. 

Tbe house went into committee on the 
Wide Tire Act, Mr. Braden in the chair. 
A number of hon. membera objected to 
the bill being applied to their districts 
and several attempts were made to kill 
itio measure. After mneh discussion 
the committee rose and reported pro- 
gress and asked leave to sit again. 

Mr, Williams asked the Attorney- 
General when there would bo brought 
down amendments to the Supreme Court 
Act. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts aaid that amend- 
ments were being prepared. 
The house adjourned at p.m. 

THE CAPTAIN'S STUIiY. 

To Tine Editou: — Can vou find space 
in your valuable paper for a statement 
re tho Britiah ship Alice A. i.eigh, which 
anchored in Royal Roads at 8 p.m. on 
April 10. -Vpril 11 at aunrise tho quar- 
antine flag was hoisted, but not till 4 
p.m. was any notice taken of it, although 
I believe the station was advised by tele- 
phone that the doctor was wanted on 
board. At 4 p.m. the doctor came 
alongside and inquired what the flag was 
flying for* I replied that the quarantine 
officer waa wanted to examine my crew 
aa I had five men sick and had buried 
two during the passage from Shanghai, 
lie then asked wliat waa the complaint 
and I replied that I thought it was 
amallpox, but not being a medical man 
and never having before seen a case of 
this nature, waa not sure. He then 
ordered ua to the (juarantine station, 
and left without boarding th( 
8hi[) and examining the men 
Now, Mr. Editor, I was in a bad (ix, as I 
could not commynicate with the dhore 
and no one would come near us. On 
April 12, 10 p.m., quarantine steamer 
lOarl came under the ship's stern and 
iii(|uired in a most insulting manner 
why 1 had not taken the ship to the 
quarantine station as ordered, and that 
I waa liable to a line of .$000 for not 
doing so. I replied that I was helpless 
aa no tug had been sent to move us, and 
1 could not sail as tho wind liad been 
light from the eoutlnvest all day. I 
then told them that 1 had noiv been at 
anchor iifty bourn and aa yet the sick 
men had not been e.<aiiiim'd by llie 
doctor, or even ehown my bill of health 
from Shanghai, Tlie K(ir\ then left 
without another word. While in quaran- 
tine I have heard tiiat the captain of t!<f 
Karl was tbe man that used the threaten- 
ing language. He appears to have niiich 
more authority here than the captain of 
a steam launch usually has. 1 nee 
by the letter in the paper from 
Captain W. Langloy, of the Lome, 
that he oU'ered to tow the ship to 
(luarantino for :f50 if not detained. Now 
the Lome ia a lirat-claaa boai. Tho cap- 
tain of tho Karl, on his own iCBponai- 
bility and in tho face of Captain Lang- 
ley's oiler, chartered the sixth chi8.'i tug 
Sadio to tow the ahip for $100, Who 
should pay this? April () a. 111, — 
Calm ; lioijted aignal P N (want a tug) ; 
8 a.m., the Earl came under tho stern 
and sent tbe quarantine officer on board 
in her boat. This, 60 hours after the 
fihil) had anchored in Royal Roada; all 
hands were then vaccinated. The doctor 
adviaed mo that the live sick men ha(i 
the smallpox and were immediately sent 
to the hospital in the aliip's'boat. Now, 
Mr. lOditor, ia thia treatment of [tlie ship 
Alice A. Leigh likely to bring ahipa call- 
ing for orders to this aide o( the Sound? 
I consider 'the case requires to be thor 
oughly ventilated, as tho ship has loatiu 
time (30 houi-B, Which in these hard times 
for shipping means a heavy loss to the 
owners of the ship.

CAYITE IS CAi'TUREU. 

Spain's Flag Once More Floats Triumphant 
Over the Captured Phillipines. 

Late mail advices from Manila an- 
aounce that Innes, the Btrongliolil of the 
revolutionists, has fallen into the posses- 
sion of the Spanish soldiery, and the 
national flag also floats from the tower of 
the ancient monastery of Cavite. Inter- 
preted, this means practically that the 
rebellion is at an end — ^for in the two 
points named lay all the strength of the 
rebels. The old town of Cavite 
has been destroyed, and already 
Spanish property owners are beginning 
to return to the islands, counting the 
troubles practically at an end. Native 
papers also state that the Togakuto, the 
rebels who caused so much trouble in 
Korea in lS'.),'i and 1,S',)4, have again 
started out and are raising disturbances. 
It may be remembered that these gentry 
were the prime cause of the war between 
China and Japan. 

Chinese advices from Ichang state 
that in Kweichowfu, Szechueu, there 
are some three thousand desperate suf- 
ferers by the famine, who have 
collected together under the leader- 
ship of a petty ex-military mandarin, 
and have become a moat dangc-ous 
body of men, pillaging the surrounding 
country and torrorizini; the more i)eace- 
fuUy inclined inhabitants. They have 
raised a standard bearing four larsje 
characters, which mean " The poor are 
to be relieved by means of roljbing the 
rich." ft is presumed, liowover, remarks 
the Shanghai Mercury, that they do not 
mean any serious mischief, altliough an 
othcial has been sent by the Kweichowfu 
Prefect to make inquiries and report as 
to what measures can be taken to re- 
lieve them and if possible to disband the 
men. 

Smallpox has now practically ceased 
to exist in Tokyo, aaya the l''or 
some time no fewer than 200 casea were 
reported in a Bingle day, and the metro- 
politan police were very busily engaged 
in taking precautions against the dis- 
caEe. The number of caaea lias oi late, 
however, been rapidly decreaeing, and 
only four wore reported yesterday in 
both the urban and rural districts. It is 
said that the Hirowo hospital at Azabu 
will lie cluoed at the end of the present 
month.
